is exerted so as to discriminate iu 
any degree against the institutions of any one ot 
the States, the Comtitution is violated, and such 
Federal action is a departure from the principles 
ol the framers of ihat instrument; at war with 
the spirit in which this Conlederacy was found- 
ed, and destructive of its happiness, prosperity 
aud unity. 

2. The Republican organization proposes Fed 
eral legislation repugnant to these interprets! 
lions ol the Constitution, aud the just equality of 
thu Slates. The same political party, in its 
plan of operations and its tcsources, ia rendered 
ten fold more pernicious and dangerous than it 
otherwise would be. Their only resource is the 
auli slavery feeling of the North; and in the na- 
ture of the case, by reason of the necessities 
that surround them, their only hope of success 

s un appeal to the passions and prejudices of 
those who entertain anti slavery opinions. The 

neviiablc result of this will be the engendering 

of such bitterness and hostility of feeling against 
lavoholders, on the part of those who may be 
embraced by the influence of this formidable 
anti slavery movement, that the institution will 
be disturbed, aud rendered iusecure in theStales; 
and the rights of slaveholders will be continu 
y liable to individual aggression, stimulated 
by the undue excitemeut produced by the Republi- 
can organization. We, therefore, regard the pres- 
ent altitude of this parly aS one ol assault, on 
the institution of slavery, and the rights of 
slaveholders, in the Territories, and of attack, 
udirectly.on the same institution and rights in 
ibe States. vV'e, therefore, must oppose ibis, or 
any other political party, marked by such odious 
teatures, and announcing such hateful doctrines, 
with unabated vigor, so long as these erroneous 
opinions shall be insisted on. 

3. We recognize In the past history ot Ihe 
Democratic party — or rather the political organ- 
zallon arrogantly appropriating that name — the 
origin of the evils that now distract the harmo 
uy, aud threaten the existence of the Republic 
To the doctrines and practice of this body we 
are indebted for the miserable and dangerous 
heresy of nullification— the pretended right as- 
serted fur a State to nullify without revolution 
an act of Congress. From the same source 
springs the disorganizing and revolutionary dis 
regard of the adjudications of thn Courts, Stale 
and Federal, now so prevalent iu the laud — 
likewise the corruption that atteuds popular elec 
lious, and which has penetrated the public offi 
ces, and marks their administration. To the 
same influence, so long predominant iu our pub 
lie affairs, is attributable the continued agita 
lion, lor pariizau purposes, ol the exciting ques 
tiou of slavery, which has at length resulted in 
the present unhappy aud ominous condition ot 
oopular sentiment and feeling — dividing it into 
sectional differences and disputes. Whatever 
may be the present conservative profession* ol 
that parly, its past is not calculated to inspire 
confidence; and we are not yet prepared to trust 
to their hands, in the present crisis, the fortunes 
of the Republic; especially, since they have 
shown themselves loo feeble to arrest the pro- 
gress of seeiioun! fanaticism at the North, or 
realize their boast, that thev, and they alone, 
can protect the South. 

4. We hold it to be the patriotic duty of all 
conservative eitisens, whether of the North, 
South, East, or West, to unite, and secure at 
the ballot-box the recognition of the principles 

hicli are here announced, as proper for the ad- 
ministration of our Government. Our political 
institutions are eminently American — without a 
precedent iu the past, or a parallel in the pres- 
ent; and we must look alone to our Constitution, 
and not outside of it, for the rules that are to 
guide us in the management of our affairs. A 
steady adherence to their fundamental prinei 
pies will protect us from sectional strife and in- 
testine war; aud will enable us to steadily march 
forward in the path of National progress, and 
secure the development of our great resources, 
by such fostering legislation, on the part of the 
General Government, as may be in accordance 
with the Constitution. 

We maintain, that the Union is to be preserv- 
ed at all hazards ; — that there is no probability 
of any oppression being attempted in this Con- 
federacy, tor a successful resistance to which eur 
institutions, Slate or Federal, cannot furnish 
adequate means. If we must forcibly assert our 
rights; we will do it within the Union. 

8, We invite all who approve these views to 
meet their fellow-citizens irom other counties of 
our Commonweslth in Convention, at Frankfort, 
on the 22d instant, and take such counsel as 
may be wise and expedient for the assertion and 
promulgation of these principles. 

That we most heartily approve the 
action ol the twenty tbree American and Whig 
members of Congress in refusing to affiliate with 
either of tbe sectional parties; and especially do 
we commend our own Representative, Hon 
Roskrt MaLLOiy for the firm and patriotic 
stand he has taken as a Union-loving conserva- 
tive man.
